Heavy rains spark deadly floods in 
Mexico, Central America 


Chavez leads Internet 
attack for Venezuela vote

MEXICO CITY, Mexico 
(AFP) - The remnants of Tro¬ 
pical Storm Matthew dumped 
torrential rains on southern 
Mexico and much of Central 
America yesterday, killing at 
least one person as it let loose 
floods and mudslides across 
the water-logged region. 

In El Salvador, a 32-year- 
old man was killed when he 
was swept away by a swollen 
river, and another person was 
missing, authorities said. 

Five states in southern and 
eastern Mexico issued alerts 
due to the heavy rains, inclu¬ 
ding Veracruz, still suffering 
from Hurricane Karl earlier 
this month. 

Late yesterday the center of 
the remnant low pressure area 
was moving westward over far 
southern Mexico and "could 
become nearly stationary by 
tonight," the Miami-based Na¬ 
tional Hurricane Center said. 

Destructive winds were no 
longer the concern; authorities 
were on red alert for more 
flooding and mudslides in a 
mountainous region that is in 
the midst of one of the most in¬ 
tense rainy seasons in the past 
60 years. 

In a sign of increasing dan¬ 



ger for Mexico and Guatemala, 
the NHC raised its forecast for 
rainfall as the weather system 
slowed its forward crawl over 
the region. 

The system "is expected to 
produce total rain accumula¬ 
tions of 25-50 centimeters (10 
to 20 inches) from far southern 
Mexico into northern portions 
of Central America with iso¬ 
lated maximum amounts of 76 


FAMAGUSTA, Cyprus (AFP) 
- A boat carrying Jewish ac¬ 
tivists from Israel, Europe and 
the United States set sail oyes- 
terday from Cyprus bound for 
Gaza, in a bid to run Israel’s 
blockade of the Palestinian ter¬ 
ritory. 

The "Irene" left the port of 
Famagusta in the Turkish-held 
north of the divided eastern 
Mediterranean island in the 
early afternoon carrying eight 
activists, three of them crew 
members, and two journalists. 

Reuven Moskovitz, an 82- 
year-old passenger who sur¬ 
vived the Nazi Holocaust, told 
AFP he felt duty-bound to at¬ 
tempt the voyage in the small 
blue and white sailing boat, a 
trip expected to take around 36 


centimeters (30 inches) possi¬ 
ble," the Miami-based NHC 
warned.

mobilization" of his suppor¬ 
ters and for "a strong push on 
the entire battle frontline." 

He also urged voters to 
mount a "sustained attack!" at 
the ballot box.

French Riviera 
sees new case 
of chikungunya 
virus 

DRAGUIGNAN, France 
(AFP) - French health authori¬ 
ties have asked doctors on the 
Riviera to be on the alert after 
a second case was detected in 
the region this weekend of the 
mosquito-borne chikungunya 
virus. 

Two 12-year girls in the 
town of Frejus have caught the 
virus that causes fever, head¬ 
aches and arthritic-type symp¬ 
toms that leave victims stooped, 
officials said yesterday. 

They noted that both cases 
were "native," meaning that 
the victims had not travelled to 
the parts of eastern Africa, 
southeast Asia or the Indian 
subcontinent were the virus is 
widespread. 

There is no known vaccine 
or treatment for chikungunya, 
which has infected millions of 
people in Africa and Asia and 
can cause debilitating pain and, 
in extreme cases, death.

Moses had help parting the Red 
Sea: study 



called Tell Kedua, situated 
north of the Suez Canal on the 
Mediterranean coast. 

The two researchers used 
satellite data to make a model 
of the area, and modified the 
terrain to look the way they 
hypothesized it would have 
been 3,000 years ago. They 
then filled it with water and 
caused an east wind to blow 
over it. 

According to their model, a 
wind blowing for 12 hours at 
63 miles an hour (101 kilome¬ 
ters per hour) would have 
pushed back waters estimated 
to be six feet (two meters) deep, 


creating a dry passage about 
two miles long by three miles 
wide that remained exposed for 
about four hours - sufficient 
time for Moses and the Is¬ 
raelites to cross, even if they 
were walking into the wind. 

As soon as the wind 
stopped, the waters would 
have come rushing back, 
drowning anyone still on the 
relatively narrow passage, 
says the study published on¬ 
line on the Public Library of 
Science site. 

’’The simulations match 
fairly closely with the ac¬ 
count in Exodus,” said 
Drews. 


Facebook Rolls Out New Page 
Browser 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
researchers think they have 
narrowed down where Moses 
parted the Red Sea 3,000 
years ago, and also how he 
did it — with a little help from 
the wind. 

’’People have always been 
fascinated by this Exodus 
story, wondering if it comes 
from historical facts,” Carl 
Drews of the National Center 
for Atmospheric Research, the 
lead author of the study, said. 

’’What this study shows is 
that the description of the wa¬ 
ters parting indeed has a basis 
in physical laws,” he said. 

Drews and his co-author 
Weiqing Han, an oceanogra¬ 
pher from the University of 
Colorado, focused their 
search for where the crossing 
might have happened on a 
place where there was a bend 
in the water, ruling out sites 
used in earlier studies — in 
the Gulf of Suez or near 
Aqaba in modern-day Jordan. 

The two researchers fo¬ 
cused on a place with a bend 
in the water, reasoning that 
when the wind blows, the 
water would shift and split at 
the point of the bend, leaving 
water on both sides, Drews 
explained. 

The two researchers nar¬ 
rowed down their hunt to a 
place in the eastern Nile Delta 
at an archaeological site later

MONTREAL (AFP) - High 
estrogen levels in women 
while they are ovulating may 
be directly responsible for 
sluggishness or problems 
concentrating, a Canadian 
study released Friday has 
found. 

Researchers at Concordia 
University's Center for Stud¬ 
ies in Behavioral Neurobiol¬ 
ogy in Montreal linked high 
estrogen levels in laboratory 
rats to an inability to pay at¬ 
tention and learn. 

These high levels have 
also been shown to interfere 
with women’s ability to pay 
attention, but the study, to be 
published in the journal Brain 


Children are not drinking as 
much water as they should, 
and the deficiency can have 
far-reaching implications, a 
new study suggests. 

"Even mild dehydration 
can affect physiological func¬ 
tion, and cause fatigue, mus¬ 
cle weakness, headaches and 
dry mouth," said Samantha 
Heller, clinical nutrition coor¬ 
dinator at the Center for Can¬ 
cer Care at Griffin Hospital in 
Derby, Conn., who was not 
involved in the study. 

Impaired cognitive and 
mental performance are also 
linked to inadequate hydra¬ 
tion, said Heller. 

According to the study, 
published in the October 
issue of the American Journal 
of Clinical Nutrition, only 15 
to 60 percent of boys and 10 
to 54 percent of girls, de¬ 
pending on age, drink the 
minimum amount of water 
recommended by the U.S. In¬ 
stitute of Medicine.

Both humans and rodents 
have similar brain physiology. 

"Although estrogen is 
known to play a significant 
role in learning and memory, 
there has been no clear con¬ 
sensus on its effect," said 
study lead author Wayne 
Brake. 

"Our findings ... show 
conclusively that high estro¬ 
gen levels inhibit the cogni¬ 
tive ability in female 
rodents."

Heller, a nutritionist and 
dietitian, advises starting 
children on water early. 

"Give them water instead 
of sweetened beverages dur¬ 
ing the day and between 
meals," she said. To make it 
more appealing, put sliced 
cucumbers, oranges, lemons 
or strawberries in ice water, 
she suggested. 

And if your child is 
hooked on sodas, she advised 
transitioning to seltzer or fla¬ 
vored seltzers instead.

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Australia climate activists 


freeze world's largest 
coal port 


SYDNEY, Australia (AFP) - 
Australian climate change ac¬ 
tivists paralysed the world's 
largest coal exporting port 
yesterday for five hours by 
breaking into the site and 
chaining themselves to ma¬ 
chinery, officials said. 

The protesters, from envi¬ 
ronmental action group Ris¬ 
ing Tide, sneaked into New¬ 
castle Port north of Sydney 
before dawn and attached 
themselves to loaders in what 
they called "an emergency in¬ 
tervention." 

"Operations were stopped 
from dawn through to mid¬ 
morning," a spokesman for 
the port told AFP. 

"There was a total shut¬ 
down for a period of about 
five hours, and a disruption 
for a period of about eight 
hours." 

It would be several days 
before the cost of the disrup¬ 
tion was known, the 
spokesman said. 

Police said seven men and 


two women had chained 
themselves to or suspended 
themselves from machinery, 
while another 32 activists 
stormed the Port Waratah 
Coal facility to occupy a coal 
stockpile. 

"All nine protesters who 
were tied to the structures 
were eventually removed by 
officers from the Police Res¬ 
cue Squad, arrested and taken 
to Newcastle Police Station," 
police said, adding that they 
had been charged with tres¬ 
pass. 

Those who occupied the 
stockpile were also arrested, 
but they were released with¬ 
out charge and are likely to 
be fined at a later date. 
Cranes were used to move 
some of the activists. 

Rising Tide spokeswoman 
Annika Dean said that coal 
was Australia's number one 
contributor to climate change 
and the port was used to "ex¬ 
port global warming to the 
world." 


Is the euro condemned to rise further? 


NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
With the United States per¬ 
haps ready to print more dol¬ 
lars to underpin growth and 
Japan selling yen to protect 
its exports, is the euro con¬ 
demned to pay the price via 
an unwanted rise? 

The single European cur¬ 
rency has jumped back above 
1.34 dollars in spite of prob¬ 
lems facing the 16-nation eu¬ 
rozone in the form of swollen 
public deficits and debt. 

The euro's appreciation 
accelerated after the US Fed¬ 
eral Reserve hinted on Tues¬ 
day it was ready to once again 
pump cash into the faltering 
US economy. 

In Japan, Japanese authori¬ 
ties declined to comment Fri¬ 
day on speculation they had 
again intervened in currency 
markets to weaken the yen 
after it fell sharply against the 
dollar in volatile Tokyo trade. 

The yen at one point tum¬ 
bled to 85.38 to the dollar be¬ 
fore later rebounding to 84.33. 

"The logical consequence 
of this battle between the US 
and Japan (and, of course, 
China) is that the euro should 
be forced higher, as happened 
in 2002," said Simon Derrick 
at the BNY Mellon. 

"It becomes, in effect, the 
safety valve within the sys¬ 
tem." 

At the same time however, 
the creation of the European 
Financial Stability Facility 
(EFSF) is a clear sign that Eu¬ 
rope "has still not fully re¬ 
solved the longer-structural 
problem of potential default," 
noted Lee Hardman at The 



Bank of Tokyo-Mitsubishi in 
London. 

For the moment, markets 
have pushed the euro higher, 
with investors in Japan ex¬ 
pressing negative sentiment 
against the dollar by buying 
euros, as they did in 2005- 
2007, Deutsche Bank analyst 
Alan Ruskin said. 

"The big difference is long¬ 
term sentiment toward the euro 
is still very negative," he 
noted. 

For Hardman, "the euro is 
metaphorically speaking fac¬ 
ing 'death by a thousand cuts'," 
and its "recent renaissance is 
running on borrowed time." 

Hardman said market senti¬ 
ment has been eroded by ac¬ 
tions like the European Central 
Bank's purchase of eurozone 
public debt and weakening of 
collateral standards in connec¬ 
tion with unlimited cash sup¬ 
port for eurozone commercial 
banks. 

The ECB is unlikely to in¬ 
tervene like the Bank of Japan 
however, because its mandate 
is to provide price stability, and 
currency purchases could 


rekindle troubling specula¬ 
tion about its independence. 

In addition, "it is not sure 
at the moment that the ECB 
could find consensus among 
its member countries" for an 
intervention, Deutsche Bank 
economist Gilles Moec told 
AFP. 

Some countries, including 
export-oriented Germany, 
have managed to prosper 
even when the euro's value 
against other major curren¬ 
cies rises, and a stronger euro 
has kept the eurozone's energy 
bill from going through the 
roof. 

"The ECB tends to have a 
much more hands off approach 
and they are more comfortable 
with a stronger currency," 
noted David Solin of Foreign 
Exchange Analytics. 

Natixis economist Patrick 
Artus said his bank felt history 
showed "the use of currency 
interventions (the accumula¬ 
tion of foreign exchange re¬ 
serves) to prevent an exchange 
rate appreciation is largely in¬ 
effective," furthermore. 

Japanese Prime Minister 
Naoto Kan nonetheless told 
the Financial Times that "if 
there is a drastic change in the 
currency, such intervention is 
unavoidable." 

European political authori¬ 
ties could also be tempted to 
react soon if the euro's rise 
continues, said Samarjit 
Shankar at BNY Mellon, but 
most likely in verbal form. 

"As we approach 1.35 you 
will see pretty strong words 
coming out of Europe," he pre¬ 
dicted. 


Hyundai recalls nearly 140,000 Sonata 
sedans in US 


Lukoil buys back shares 
from Conoco, says company 


MOSCOW, Russia (AFP) - 
Lukoil, Russia's largest pri¬ 
vately owned oil producer, 
said yesterday it had excer- 
cised an option to buy back 
42.5 million of its shares 
from US oil major Cono- 
coPhilips, at a price of 56 
dollars per share. 

Lukoil vice president 
Leonid Fedun said the deal 
would grow shareholder re¬ 
turns and would not add to 
the company's total debt. 

It "allows us to support 
our share prices, since the 
transaction is funded by the 
group's internal resources, 
without increasing the com¬ 
pany's total debt," Fedun said 
in a statement. 

Texas-based Cono- 
coPhilips said earlier this 


year it would begin shedding 
its 20-percent stake in Lukoil, 
which it has held since 2006. 

Last month Lukoil bought 
7.6 percent of its share in a 
deal worth 3.44 billion dol¬ 
lars (3.3 billion euros) but 
had retained an option to buy 
the other 11.6 percent at a 
price of 56 dollars a share be¬ 
fore September 26. 

However, Lukoil had said 
that it would not fully execute 
the option to buy back its 
shares to avoid taking on new 
debt and risking a credit rat¬ 
ing downgrade. 

The purchase Sunday rep¬ 
resented 4.99 percent of 
Lukoil's stake held by Cono- 
coPhilips, a company 
spokesman told the Interfax 
news agency. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
South Korea's top automaker 
Hyundai Motor is recalling 
nearly 140,000 of its 2011 
model year Sonata sedans in 
the United States due to a 
steering problem, US authori¬ 
ties said yesterday. 

Hyundai is recalling 
139,500 vehicles because of a 
problem with the steering co¬ 
lumn, in which "the driver 
could experience a loss of, or 
reduction in, steering capabi¬ 
lity increasing the risk of a 
crash," the National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administration 
said. The recall is expected to 
begin in October, the NHTSA 
said on its website. 

The NHTSA said that dea¬ 
lers "will inspect the steering 
column intermediate shaft uni¬ 
versal joint connections for 
proper assembly and torque," 
and will update the power 
steering software. 

It's not the first time that the 


Sonatas have experienced me¬ 
chanical trouble: on February 
24 the company said it was re¬ 
calling 47,300 of its latest 
Sonata sedans in the United 
States and the domestic market 
due to a possible door lock 
problem. 

Separately, Hyundai or¬ 
dered the recall of more than 
500 Tucson sport utility vehi¬ 
cles in the United States in 
early March due to potentially 
defective airbags. 

Recalls come at a sensitive 
time for the world auto indus¬ 
try after Japan's Toyota was 
forced to recall millions of ve¬ 
hicles worldwide earlier in the 
year. 

Hyundai's US auto sales 
rose 8.3 percent to 435,064 in 
2009, giving it a market share 
there of 4.2 percent compared 
to 3 percent in 2008. 

The company's overseas 
plants account for about half of 
Hyundai's total sales. 


On September 7 the head of 
South Korea's second-largest 
automaker, Kia Motors, re¬ 
signed to take responsibility 
for the recall of tens of thou¬ 
sands of cars over faulty elec¬ 
trical wiring.

US starlet Lindsay Lohan 
bails out of jail 


LOS ANGELES, California 
(AFP) - Troubled US starlet 
Lindsay Lohan has bailed out 
of jail where she spent only 
about 15 hours for failing an¬ 
other court-ordered drug test, 
the Los Angeles county sher¬ 
iffs office said on the week¬ 
end., 

The 24-year-old was led 
from a court in handcuffs Fri¬ 
day morning — the third time 
in as many years — after Judge 
Elden Fox of the Beverly Hills 
Superior Court found evidence 
Lohan was guilty of substance 
abuse. 

Fox denied bail to Lohan 
after she tested positive for co¬ 
caine in a court-ordered test, 
but was later reversed by a su¬ 
perior who set bail at 300,000 
dollars. 

After the bail was posted 
Lohan was released at 11:40 
pm Friday (0640 GMT Satur¬ 
day) from the Century Re¬ 
gional Detention Facility in the 



Lynwood suburb of Los Ange¬ 
les, a sheriffs spokesman said. 

She is due back in court on 
October 22 to determine 
whether she violated her pro¬ 
bation from an earlier sentence 
by testing positive for drugs. 
Lohan must also wear an ankle 
bracelet that will monitor her 
blood alcohol content.

One thing I like best about my 
work is meeting people from all 
over who come to Aruba. They 
leam from me about our island, 
and I often leam from them. I 
had the good fortune to take a 
visiting lecturer, Robert 
Koester, on a tour one Sunday, 
and I learned a lot about the 
make up of Amba’s rock for¬ 
mations, as he is an expert on 
that sort of thing. He has written 
a book and dedicated his life to 
search and rescue and it is re¬ 
ally important to understand the 
make up of a place where you 
are searching for someone if 
you are to do it properly. 

Amba has a lot of rock for- 


are well known, like Ayo and 
Casibari, and are visited daily, 
but there are many others deep 
in the mondi that visitors rarely 
see. I did not know that it takes 
tremendous heat to make these 
formations, but it makes sense, 
as I do know that geologists, 
who have studied Aruba and 
how it came to be, claim the 
land was pushed up out of the 
sea by underwater volcanoes. 

Conchi, or The Natural 
Pool, is good evidence of that, 
because it is all made of what 
is called Pillow-Basalt, or 
hardened lava, you can see the 
way the black rock formed 
when the molten rock hit the 


coast there is a lot of soft lime¬ 
stone and coral rock, you can 
actually see the distinct coral 
formations in the rock, and 
sometimes the impressions of 
prehistoric creatures! The sea 
is always crashing on those 
cliffs to make our famous nat¬ 
ural bridges. There are also 
pipelines of water going under 
the cliffs, which sometimes 
spurt up through the rock when 
there is rough water. These 
may someday be natural 
bridges, too. I think that will be 
long after I and my children, 
and grandchildren are gone.

JOHANNESBURG (AFP) - 
The Chennai Super Kings 
crushed the Eastern Cape 
Warriors by eight wickets in 
the final of the Champions 
League Twenty20 tourna¬ 
ment at the Wanderers Sta¬ 
dium on Sunday. 

Spin bowlers Ravichan- 
dran Ashwin and Muttiah 
Muralitharan set up the win 
as the Warriors were re¬ 
stricted to 128 for seven in 20 
overs. 

Chennai opening batsmen 
Mike Hussey and Murali 
Vijay put on 103 for the first 
wicket without needing to 
take any risks. 

The result was never in 
any real doubt although there 
were only six balls to spare 
when captain Mahendra 
Singh Dhoni hit the winning 
runs. 

The win earned Chennai a 
2.5-million dollar jackpot 
and completed a notable dou¬ 
ble after they won the Indian 
Premier League earlier this 
year. The Warriors took home 
1.3-million dollars. 

Yet the Warriors got off to 
a flying start, with captain 
Davy Jacobs hitting 34 off 21 
balls after winning the toss. 


The South African team 
raced to 39 for no wicket in 
the first four overs before 
Ashwell Prince was bowled 
by Doug Bollinger for six. 

Jacobs was out in the next 
over when he missed an at¬ 
tempted reverse sweep 
against Ashwin and was leg 
before wicket. 

After that the scoring rate 
slowed to a trickle. Ashwin, 
the top wicket-taker in the 
tournament, took two for 16 
in his four overs and fellow 
off-spinner Muralitharan 
took three for 16. 

Jacobs hit eight bound¬ 
aries but the rest of the bats¬ 
men could only manage five 
fours and a six between them, 
with two fours and a six hit 
by Craig Thyssen off succes¬ 
sive balls in the 17th over. 

Vijay made 58 and Hussey 
51 not out as the methodi¬ 
cally chased down the War¬ 
riors total. 

Vijay, who finished as the 
tournament's leading run- 
scorer, had two let-offs, both 
from Mark Boucher, the most 
experienced player in the 
Warriors team.

wicketkeeper missed an edge 
off Rusty Theron when Vijay 
was on 15 and fumbled a 
stumping chance off left-arm 
spin bowler Nicky Boje 
when the batsman had scored 
34.

NEW YORK (AFP) - The 
Super Six super mid¬ 
dleweight boxing tournament 
World Boxing Classic will 
get underway again with a 
November 27 double-header 
in the United States and Fin¬ 
land. 

US cable television outlet 
Showtime, the tournament 
organizer, said Britain's Carl 
Froch will fight Armenian- 
born German Arthur Abra¬ 
ham at Hartwall Areena in 
Helsinki. 

American Andre Ward 
will defend his World Boxing 
Association title against 
Andre Direll at a venue still 
to be named in the United 
States. 

Still in limbo is Allan 
Green, who was left without 
an opponent for the last 
round-robin bout when 
Mikkel Kessler dropped out 
with an injury several weeks 
ago. 

There were discussions 
for Green to step aside and 
allow the other four to move 
straight to semi-final 
matches, but that plan has 
been scrapped and Showtime 
is working to find an oppo¬ 
nent for him. 


The modified round-robin 
format calls for each of the 
contestants to have three 
group-phase fights, earning 
points based on the results. 

The top four progress to 
semi-finals, with a final title 
unification bout to cap the 
tournament. 

Semi-final bouts are now 
expected to be set following 
November's fights, with the 
title match coming next year 
just as originally planned. 

Little in the group stage 
has gone as planned. 

A brutal knockout loss by 
Jermain Taylor knocked him 
out of the tournament. Green 
came in as a replacement. 

Other injuries have led to 
delays and Kessler pulled out 
last month with an eye injury. 


The European Ryder Cup 
team received a boost ahead 
of next week's clash with the 
United States as three-time 
major winner Padraig Har¬ 
rington carded the best round 
of the day - an eight under- 
par 64 to finish in a tie for 
eighth place. 

The Irishman has been a 
contentious choice by captain 
Colin Montgomerie having 
not won for two years but 
opted to take part here to try 
and play himself into form. 

Harrington, whose last 
win came in the PGA Cham¬ 
pionship in 2008, would not 
be drawn on the contoversy 
surrounding his selection. 

"It's impossible to prove 
any point like that," said the 
39-year-old Irishman, who 
has won just one point in the 
past two Ryder Cup clashes. 

"Everybody's got their 
opinion and most people will 
be committed to that opinion. 

"It's not something I can 
control, so best to stay away 
from it. But I am obviously 
happy. The week before a big 
event is all about seeing 
where your game is at and 
what needs working on. 

"I struggled putting earlier 
in the week and it was sharp 
today, so I don't have as 
much to work on. 

"I am excited to get there 
(Celtic Manor for the Ryder 
Cup) and ready to go."

Monty praying Ryder Cup dream comes true

LONDON (AFP) - European 
Ryder Cup captain Colin 
Montgomerie said on Sunday 
he was ready for the biggest 
week of his life and he hoped 
that the end result would be 


as he had dreamt it would be 
at the Welsh course of Celtic 
Manor. 

The 47-year-old Scot, who 
played in eight Ryder Cups 
and reserved some of his 


greatest performances for 
them, wrote in his column for 
the Sunday Telegraph that he 
would also not swap any of 
his Ryder Cup experiences 
for the major that eluded him 
throughout his career. 

’’Let the biggest week of 
my life commence,” said 
Montgomerie, who finished 
runner-up five times in ma¬ 
jors. 

"I have imagined it for a 
very long time and let us 
hope the outcome is as I have 
always dreamt it,” added 
Montgomerie, who never lost 
a singles match in Ryder Cup 
play. 

Montgomerie, whose 
overall Ryder Cup record of 
23.5 points is just 1.5 points 
short of the all-time Euro¬ 
pean record held by Sir Nick 
Faldo, said that his love of 
the biennial event overshad¬ 
owed anything else in his ca¬ 
reer. 

”Of course I would love to 
have won a major and the 
ones that narrowly got away 
such as Winged Foot (2006 
US Open) will always haunt 
me. 

”1 love everything about 
the Ryder Cup, from the at¬ 
mosphere, the team spirit, the 
pride that you feel as you put 
on the European uniform, the 
tension on the first tee to the 
team room banter.” 

Montgomerie, whose fear¬ 
some temper is seen as a po¬ 
tentially weak part of his 
captain’s make-up, says that 
while he learnt a lot about the 
art of captaincy from all his 
Ryder Cup captains he would 
be drawing on two of them in 
particular this week. 

” B ernard Gallacher 

(1991/93/95) was a great 
communicator and hugely 


popular among the players, 
Seve Ballesteros (1997) was 
unrivalled in the passion, en¬ 
ergy and enthusiasm which 
infected the entire team. 

”Ian Woosnam (2006) 
brought a unique understand¬ 
ing of his players; never 
missing an opportunity to in¬ 
stil confidence. 

’’However, overall I think 
my captaincy style will com¬ 
bine a lot of Bernhard Langer 
(2004) and Sam Torrance 
(2002), both of whom I ad¬ 
mire enormously.” 

One captain he did not 
mention was Faldo, who has 
complained that Mont¬ 
gomerie had not replied to his 
invitation to call on him for 
advice. 

However there appear to 
be two reasons for that: 
Faldo’s captaincy two years 
ago is seen as the equivalent 
of that of Hal Sutton’s disas¬ 
trous stewardship of the US 
in 2004 and secondly Mont¬ 
gomerie revealed in his col¬ 
umn that not being part of the 
team had hurt him deeply. 

”If I had to pinpoint the 


worst moment of my career, 
it wouldn’t be the duffed ap¬ 
proach on the 18th at Winged 
Foot as many might expect, 
but rather the moment I 
found out that I wasn’t on the 
2008 team - listening to the 
message from Sir Nick Faldo 
informing me I wasn’t to re¬ 
ceive a captain’s pick and I 
wouldn’t play any part in Eu¬ 
rope’s 2008 campaign.” 

Montgomerie for his part 
has come under fire over his 
captain’s picks, especially the 
contentious choice of out of 
form three-time major winner 
Padraig Harrington ahead of 
Justin Rose or Paul Casey, 
but the captain insists this 
shows the strength of the Eu¬ 
ropean players in that he is 
spolit for choice. 

”We had an embarrass¬ 
ment of riches at our disposal 
this year and I have said 
many times that we wished 
the team would contain 20 
players,” he said. 

’’The fact that world-class 
players and multiple winners 
are not in the team shows 
how far the Tour has come.”
